Detergents may be used at concentrations ranging from 0.01% up to their 
solubility limit. Preferably, the concentration of the detergents ranges from 0.05% to 
5%, 0.1% to 2%, 0.1% to 10%. or is approximately 0.5% of the total solution. When 
added to cells suspended in buffer, the detergent is preferably at a higher concentration 
than the final concentration at which the cells are lysed. Preferably, the detergent is at 
least at a 2 fold, 5 fold, 10 fold or 100 fold higher concentration.
